Aroused by Crime

Raid on Sheep Men Opens Anew
Warfare Between Two Classes

in Wyoming.
BASIN, Wya., Aprll B.—(Spocial.)—Big
Horn counly wstunds aghast &y the  most

alrovious erime evor committod within its
borders, and one of the most cownrdly in
the history of Wyoming—the snssassination
of Alleman and Juseph Emge, prominent
sheepmen, and Joe Lazler, a sheepherder,
by a gang of fifteen raldern who descended
on the Emge camp on Sprl'hz croek, nénr
Tensleep, the night of April 2. The Emgon
and Laxier were shot down in cold blood
and the bodies of Alleman Emge and
Lazier were mubsequently burned, Twents«
five head of sheep were killed and 2,50
head stampeded over the range, that they
might fall ecasy wvictims 1o coyoles wnd
wolves. The ralders, Lo prevent the news'
of thelr ¢rime bocoming known Immediately,
cut the telephone wires 1éading to ‘l‘cmlmp:
Probably stckening of thely bloody butels,
ery, they spured the lives of two othes
herders who wore at the camp, and these
men brought the firet pews, of ibe tragedy
to Tensleep. from which place It was tele-
phoned to Basin the following day, after
the severed wires had been repalred.

Iimmedlately after recelpt of the noews
of the kiiling, Bheriff Follx Alston, Deputy
Bheriff Ed Cusack and FProsecutlng Attor-
ney Percy Alston made the long, hard irip
{0 the woene and took charge of the bodics,
Six inches of snow, whioh had fallen afinr
the murders, hnd effectunlly oblitersted the
trall of the rulders.

When the raiders; fifteen In number, all

mounted, srmed and niaskaod,  suddeniy
descended on the camp. Alleman Emge
and Laxgier were lying down In & aheep

wagon, Joe Emge whs on the Eround abous
fwonty feet away and the two other herd-
ers were In a second wagon across & gully
from the main camp. Without wamling,
the ralders poursd a storm of bullets inio
the wagon In which were Alleman Emga
and Lazier and Into the body of Joe Emge.
All three were killed lustuntly, The ralders
then assalled Lhe second wagon, but did
not open fire on it. and its two occupants
were tnken Into custody, driven some dis-
tance and turoed loose, wilh nstructione
o koep travellng, not look behind and not
tell of what they had seen These surs
